Arizoon's Firs! Creamery.

The Phanix creamery has passed
beyond the experimental stage, and
Mr. J. P. Moffit has concluded to
wnlarge. He has at prasent two
centrifugal separators, and wanipul-
ates 180 gallons of milk.  He uses
the Laval separator, a simple scien-
tific machine, that effectunlly sopar,
ates the cream from the milk, while
fresh, by a ratory motion, the
machine making 7,500 revolutions
per minute. By centrifugal force
the heavy milk fliss outward and
cream, being lighter, remuins on the
inside of this whirl and rises to the
top, flowing out in a yellow stream
a trifle h gher than the blueish-white
stream of skim milk. The tender of
milk by rinchers is greater than Mr.
Moffit can accept, and he has order-
ed a belt-power separator which will
be run by a small engine. The cream
and butter are kept in Mr. Lount's
ico-house in a clean, cool place. It

is the intantion to have a cold stor-
age house sometime in the future.
